It  is  thought  that  the  name  was  originally  M  Cheney  ” 
which  family  were  ennobled  landed  Gentry  of  France 

from  an  early  period,  and  who  were  entitled  to  use  the 
prefix  "De"  to  the  family  name. 


This  family  had  embraced  and  followed  the  doctrines  as 
preached  by  Lafever  dfEtables  in  1521  and  by  Farel  in  1524 
and  had  become  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  of  France" 
who  were  termed  "Huguenots  "  . 

During  some  one  of  the  periodical  political  persecutions 
of  this  organization,  the  DeCheneys  were  deprived  of  thoir 
properties  ,  estates  and  titles  and  were  forced  to  flee 
to  England  for  safety,  from  whence  thre9  brothers  came 
to  the  English  Colonies  in  America  ,  other  members  of  the 
family  remaining  in  England. 


Under  various  spellings  such  as  Cheyne  ,  Cheney  and  Chaney 
the  name  has  suffered  such  changes  as  is  usual  when  names 
are  in  contact  with  a  foreign  language  ,  since  the  English 
speaking  peoples  gave  the  French  sound  of  "e"  the  value 
of  their  own  "a”  in  recording  the  name,  and  gradually 
the  De  was  eliminated  entirely,  yet -it  is  probable  that 
a  root  name  was  common  to  them  all. 


There  is  submitted  a  "Family  Tree"  compiled  by  the  writer 
which  is  based  on  the  family  founded  by  the  Richard  03bom 
Chaney,  who  was  bom  in  Maryland  in  1785  and  who  lived  in 
Frankfort  Mo.  ,in  Fort  Madison  la,  ,  in  Iowa  City  la.  and 
who  died  in  Wapello  la.  and  was  burled  in  Balck  Hawk  Hill 
Cemetary  in  Iowa.
